“Talk about your self made men,” 
said an old timer among a party of 
horsemen gathered in one of the speed­ 
way Inns, “I don’t think any of ’em 
can equal the early experiences of Tim 
Hartman, who died in St. Louis many 
years ago. leaving nearly a million dol­ 
lars to lie fought over by his heirs.

The prices are: Ma.o 
or female, 14 years old, about $80; ** 
to 20 years old, $100 to $125; 20 to 30 
years old, $150 each. In Medina and 
Mecca th e prices for both sexes rise 
Go per cent and upward, and eunuchs 
command readily from $400 to $500 
$ piece.”

view of the market.

cl* the outside buying through com­ 
mission houses and some evidence of 
profit taking by the longs, they ot­ 
tered prices down boldly, and by un­ 
covering stop-loHs 
orders 
dislodge! 
very heavy offerings, under which the 
m arket broke badly. 
With the down­ 
ward tendency established the trad­ 
ers gave a pessimistic twist to the 
current news, as is their wont. There 
was, however, little news to account 
for the course cl the market'. The in­ 
ference was clearly justified that the 
buying and binding up of stocks for 
two weeks past represented an experi­ 
ment by stock market operators, who 
hoped to attract a sufficient outside 
interest by this means to make an ac­ 
tive bull speculation. 
Monday’s ex­ 
tremely moderate demand from out­ 
side Bonnes chilled the expectation 
of the bulls, aud what long lines had 
ro t been sold to realize profits were 
forced to sale more urgently Tuesday, 
with the still further diminution in 
the outside demand.

SLAVE TRADE IN EGYPT.

Tho state departm ent at W ashington 
has 
received

Long, at Cairo, a report on the slave 
trade in Egypt and Abyssinia. Consul 
Long says: 
“AU trading and trafficking in slaves 
in Ugypt have practically ceased. The 
slave trad e at Jedda has been the most 
serious and difficult to arrest or over­ 
come. 
T he principal tariff is from 
Massamt and the coast north thereof, 
in Italian territory, Abyssinia, Hodeida 
and Yemen. 
Yemen is noted for the 
export of eunuchs, who tire procured 
from Abyssinia. 
“At Jedda there nre 12 well to do 
slave m erchants whose nam es and de­ 
pots are well known. About 50 to loo 
slaves sire imported to the Ilegaz from 
the African coast north of Massaua. 
They are principally Abyssinians, with 
a few eunuchs. T he prices are: Ma.e 
or female, 14 years old, about $80; 
to 20 years old, $100 to $125; 20 to .'JO 
years old, $150 each. In Medina and 
Mecca tile prices for both sexes rise 
50 per cent and upward, and eunuchs 
command readily front $400 to $500 
ii piece.”

Owing to the fact that in former clays j 
ivory w as turned out from the tusk to 
the finished article within, a very short 
time m any articles used to split aud 
warp, while others, such as mirrors or 
brush backs, often cracked by cont mc- J 
tion. In the m anufacture of Ivory goods 
today such results are no longer to Ik* , 
feared, because the m akers of the liner 
articles, especially the Americans, care- ! 
fully and slowly make their goods, and I 
before the article is finished and put ou 
the m arket it is thoroughly seasoned j 
atid has been subjected to all kinds of 
atm ospheric and climatic conditions. 
The m anufacturer today roughs out his 
article and lays it aw ay for mouths be­ 
fore ii goes to the* hand of the polisher 
and finisher. 
In articles such as m ir­ 
rors and brush backs spaces are now 
allowed for expansion and contraction 
within the frame, no that no cracking 
can take place. 
The m anufacture of articles from ivo­ 
ry is as interesting as it is little knowm 
to the average user of the articles. The 
ivory articles of commerce—th a t is, the 
better articles, such as are sold by the 
jewelry trade—come from the tusk of 
the elephant, the African elephants, 
particularly those near the,equator, giv­ 
ing the best material for m anufactur­ 
ing purposes. Ivory is essentially equiv­ 
alent to dentine and conies from the

j esses named, but it is stated th at 
I he list is by no m eans 
com plete. 
Some of the w itnesses named may uot 
be called, while on the other hand 
l e t only may the governm ent add to 
ti e list. but Admiral Schley's coun­ 
sel are at liberty to suggest additioual 
names. 
It is understood th at Admiral Sam p­ 
le in is to be represented before the 
Schley court of inquiry by counsel. 
The navy dep artm en t

they have no official knowledge on 
♦I e subject, and point to the fact th a t 
the court of inquiry is the only body 
authorized to adm it or debar coun­ 
sel in such eases.

The National league fostered and en­ 
couraged the belief that the salvation 
af Hie game depended upon the proper 
observance of this agreement and pre­ 
dicted dire results lf it was Ignored. 
This cry was particularly touching dur­ 
ing the Brotherhood war, when the old 
league was whipped, hut the clever 
old club owners were crafty enough lo 
conceal their weak ut.; J aud won out on 
th eir bluff. 
*tow the statem ent is made th at the 
■veteran club owners are considering 
•the advisability of abandoning the na­ 
tio n al agreement at the end of Septem­ 
b er and of starting in on a policy of 
grabbing players wherever they may 
find them. 
Of eourse the ten year 
-agreement which biuds the league 
clubs will expire with the present sea­ 
lion. That another agreement will be 
made is certain. On what lilies the new 
policy will he nude nobody knows, uot 
even the club owners themselves. In­ 
ternal strife within tin old organiza­ 
tion lias left many sores, and some of 
the m agnates bate each other with a 
fierceness which one would not expect 
among business partners. 
I am still convinced that a meeting 
•will be beld in the fall between the 
leading men In the National and Amer­ 
ican leagues aud a readjustm ent of ter­ 
rito ry agreed upon. This seems to be 
the only common souse, businesslike 
view of the situation. While this Is be­ 
ing done the old agreement should be 
allowed to stand and be rigidly enforc­ 
ed until a new one can be agreed upon. 
Should either league start in upon a 
^grabbing policy directed against small­ 
e r dengues it will deserve aud proba­ 
bly receive the condemnation of every 
sportsm an in the country. Tho smaller 
leagues are and have been for years 
the real training schools for the suc­ 
cessful ball players of the country aud 
the institutions from which so many of 
the prominent stars have come. The 
little fish deserve to be protected and 
♦encouraged. and lf the big club owners 
(have not sense enough to see this they 
d eserv e little consideration from the 
'public. 
L et the big leagues fight among 
them selves as much as they please. A 
good fight sometimes adds zest to al­ 
most any sport. The squabble between 
the National and the American leagues 
this year has not hurt baseball a parti­ 
cle. The fight between the National aud 
th e Players’ Brotlierhofd did hurt the 
gam e because there was a principle in 
th a t fight. The players thought they 
w ere not being treated properly, and 
they fought for their supposed rights, 
*nnd the majority of the enthusiasts 
Were with the players iu their fight. 
If the wealthier clubs sweep down 
-tpon the smaller leagues and devour 
them , their action will be little abort of 
piratical. 
By wrecking the sm aller 
■ leagues the big baseball fish will find 
A but they have destroyed their own 
feeding grounds, and I am still of the 
•opinion that the thinking men of the 
Same will get together before it is too 
late and prevent any such grabbing 
;pollcy. 
Baseball is a business, of 
«course, but trust methods are already 
{plentiful enough without being added 
tao.

1800 Captain Sycamore held the wheel 
on August Belmont’s OO footer Mineola. 
Captain Sycamore is 45 years old aud 
a product of tile VVivenhoe district, Es­ 
sex, England, that sends out the very 
I lest of English yachting sailors. Cap­ 
tain Sycamore chose following the sea 
as a profession very early. His first 
experience in yachting was on board 
the Marquis of Alisa’s yacht, the Lady 
Evelyn.

In 1HS4 Sycamore 
first earned the title of captain as 
skipper of the yawl Amberwltch, and 
in 1885 lie commanded tin* Amelia, 
owned by an Englishman named Bean 
clerc.

Captain Hair may truly Im* named 
the Nestor of American yachting sail­ 
ors. lie has ln*eii called “the most skill­ 
ful racing yachtsman In the world,” 
and he eau hold his own with any of 
the younger skippers, although he Is t*4 
years old. It Is rather strange, consider­ 
ing “ H ank” Halt's record, that he nev­ 
er sailed on salt water until lie was 
past his majority.

“I have been often asked why rail 
way engineers disregard their Iii st rue 
tions and the warning signals along the 
line of their road,** said the general su- 
perlntcndent of a railroad to a man. 
"and I have summed it up that it is im 
man nature for men to take chn aces In 
their business and that engineers are 
no exception to the general run. 
“Sometimes they cannot give a satis­ 
factory reason why they do so. 
I will 
give you an authentic Instance of this 
habit which made me live IO years in 
30 minutes. 
“tin a road I was at the time connect­ 
ed with was a long trestle over a bay 
several mibs in length, with a draw ­ 
bridge in the center. The draw had 
been opened, and as a tugboat was 
passing through the bridge men beard 
the rumble of a fast, heavily laden 
passenger train as it struck the bridge 
a mile away. Knowing that tin* red 
danger signals were set with the o|m*ii- 
Ing of the draw, they supposed that the 
engineer would slow up or stop. as 
might be luces gary. Instead, to their 
consternation, tho train came along at 
regular speed, anti a frightful accident 
appeared inevitable. They yelled to the 
captain of the tugboat to go at full 
speed, and as the boat gilded through 
the draw In tho darkness they exerted 
themselves to swing the thaw Into the 
locking bolt* before the train could get 
to the point where the rails separated. 
“The engineer, however, disregarded 
the last danger signal, a few hundred 
yards from the draw, and came on. By 
a remarkable coincide ii ce of time and 
position tilt1 draw. which was of course 
in motion, swung so that tile rails of 
the east hound track were in Juxtaposi­ 
tion with the west bound track, u|ton 
which ttie train was running, and the 
heavy engine and one of the passenger 
coaches, striking the east bound rails. 
glided upon the draw and stuck there. 
tin* remaining portion of tin1 train tic 
lug on Hic west hound track, making 
almost a figure 8 of the coaches. 
“lf th* draw had moved the thirtieth 
part of a second faster or slower, the 
east bound rails would not have been 
opposite the west bound railK at tile 
very instant that lh© great engine 
struck them. and a frightful disaster 
would have resulted. When I got out 
on tile bridge a few minutes later. I 
fully expected to find tin- train in the 
bottom of tile bay aud tile draw st nu sh­ 
ed Into splinters. I discharged lite en 
gincer on lite spot aud asked him w hy 
lie had not observed the signals. 
Ile 
admitted that lie saw them, but could 
not give a satisfactory reason for fail­ 
ing to observe them. Ile evidently took 
his chances of finding the draw doted 
w hen he reached It. 
"The engineer of twiny is a sober, 
steady, nervy man. especially on the 
fast express trains on the big roads. It 
is nerve that makes one man carry a 
limited express train through tile dark* 
ness of tho night. fog. sl«*et and blind­ 
ing snow at OO miles an bour. The sto­ 
ries we read about of an engineer Ins 
lug lilt nerve after nu accident nre 
largely fiction, 
iii 27 years of active 
railroad life I have bail but one or two 
men apply to me for u transfer upon 
tile ground that their nerves bud goue 
back on them for running the fast 
trains. 
“I have had men who have been flung 
SO feet over their tenders In a head on 
collision aud bad a dozen bones broken 
come to me after they had liecn ills 
charged from Hie hospital and ask to Im* 
put back on their old run. You see. they 
begin firing w hen they arc* about 18 or 
20, and Hie cab of an engine !* their 
borne, lf they run into a person or a 
wagon load of people on the track, lf It 
Is not their fault, they take a practical 
view ©f It; they have to. If It is their 
fault, we discharge them, and they can 
take any view of It they please then. 
for we do not wish in our employ care 
less men. This is true with ail of the 
big road*, and as a result American en 
glueer* of today are aliout as model a 
sci of men in their employment as can 
be found ’’- Washington Ktar.

The employment of ivory for the ex­ 
pression of artistic work and as a sub­ 
stance for beautiful articles of utility 
dates back before history. There are in 
our museum articles of Ivory, both use­ 
ful aud artistic, from the time of Solo­ 
mon to the present day. 
While ivory articles of a commercial 
character have always been In style 
and always in use by the rich and fas­ 
tidious, the vogue for fine articles of 
this kind has never been as great with 
in the last half century as at the pres­ 
ent time, says The Jewelers’ Circular 
aud Review. Various reasons have been 
assigned for this, one being that ivory 
is among the few valuable substances 
that cannot be successfully imitated;: 
another that, silver having beeu so uni-1 
versally used within the last few years, 
there is a demand among those already 
possessing silver toilet articles, brushes 
and similar pieces for a change, aud 
there being no other adaptable metal 
except gold, which is far too valuable 
for such use, Ivory is found to be the 
best substance to fully tit this demand. 
However true these reason may be,, 
there is no doubt that an impetus has 
been given to the sale of ivory goods 
through tin* perfection iu manufacture i 
lng in recent years. 
Owing to the fact that in former days 
ivory was turned out from the tusk to 
the finished article within, a very short 
time many articles used to split aud 
warp, while others, such as mirrors or 
brush backs, often cracked by contrac-! 
tion. In the manufacture of Ivory goods 
today such results are uo longer to Ik* j 
feared, because the makers of the finer 
articles, especially the Americans, care- j 
fully and slowly make their goods, and I 
before the article is finished and put on 
the market it is thoroughly seasoned : 
and has been subjected to all kinds of • 
atmospheric and climatic conditions. 
The manufacturer today roughs out his 
article and lays it away for mouths be­ 
fore it g o es to the hand of the polisher 
aud finisher. In articles such as mir­ 
rors and brush backs spaces are now j 
allowed for expansion and contraction 
within the frame, so that no cracking 
can take place. 
The manufacture of articles from ivo­ 
ry is as interesting as it is little known 
to the average user of the articles. The 
Ivory articles of commerce—that is, the 
better articles, such as are sold by the 
jewelry trade come from the tusk of 
the elephant, tilt* African elephants, 
particularly those near the,equator, giv­ 
ing the best material for manufactur­ 
ing purposes. Ivory is essentially equiv­ 
alent to dentine and conies from the 
pair of upper incisors, which in the 
larger elephants run as large as niue to 
tell feet in length and weigh sometimes 
as much as bkt pounds. About half 
the tusk is implanted in Ila* mouth of 
the elephant, and this half is hollow, 
the half outside boing solid. 
In the 
young animal some of the protruding 
part of the tusk is also hollow, halving 
but a smaller portion of solid ivory. 
The exterior is smooth and in its nat­ 
ural state is to some extent polished, 
extended parts in the finer tusks being 
often of a deep coffee color. It is not ! HS 
alw ays possible to judge the quality be- j T 
fore Hie tusk is cut up, because the ® 
most profound disorganization may j J 
sometimes exist inside of an exterior i • 
which seems perfect. When the tusk j 
is cut, great care is taken to divide it i % 
to tile greatest possible advantage, tile ; J 
solid part being generally cut iu long. J $ 
thiii. longitudinal strips from which !-9 
are manufactured tho backs of flat ar- $ 
tides, while the hollow part is often ! jg 
cut into latcraJ rings, and from these 
are manufactured boxes aud other ar­ 
ticles having au interior. 
The larger tusks coming to this 
country at the present time run from 
IOO to 150 pounds in weight, while the 
smaller or “baby” tusks run from 5 
to IO pounds, the latter being used In 
the manufacture of such articles as 
puff boxes, hollow shoehorns, shaving 
brush handles and palier cutters. The 
finished articles of Ivory present a 
smooth, clear white luster that Is Im­ 
possible to be obtained from any other 
substance. So beautiful are the pieces 
in their natural state that very little at­ 
tempt Is made today at further orna­ 
mentation. 
When ornamentation is 
used, it generally takes the form of a 
simple monogram either of gold or sil­ 
ver, while the latest style for those 
who wish to have nothing but ivory Is 
to have tho monogram cut out of this 
substance and applied to the back. The 
vogue for ivory articles in this country 
undoubtedly follow's to some extent 
Paris, where tile demand, as nil over 
Europe, is most extensive, but the sales 
by Jewelers here are now so constantly 
Increasing as to Insure a continued use 
of ivory irrespective of European fash­ 
ions. 
Artistic work in ivory, such as carv­ 
ed pieces and figures, come today ex­ 
clusively from Europe and Asia, the 
carved ivory comiug principally from 
China and Japan through the oriental 
houses, while the figures come from 
Europe and are handled by most of the 
leading importers of art pottery, bric-a- 
brac and art goods. Another branch of 
the Ivory business is the manufacture 
of cane heads and thermometer stands, 
but these are not made from elephant 
Ivory, the substance most used being 
the teeth of the hippopotamus and wal­ 
rus.
